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Nursing Center Pays Fine, 
Settles Federal Charges

Two legal decisions, recently 
handed down against Extendicare 
Health Services, Inc., (the owners 
of the closed Greenbelt Nursing 

and Rehabilitation Center 
(GNRC)) could affect the sale of 
the Center facility. A spokesman 
for Extendicare would not com- 
ment on the current status of ne- 
gotiations with a potential buyer, 
Future Care, a corporation of 
nursing homes. 

On June 15 United States 
Attorney Lynne A. Battaglia 
announced that the owners of 
the GNRC “agreed to pay the 
government $100,000 to resolve 
allegations that the nursing 
home improperly billed Medi- 
care and Medicaid for substan- 
dard nursing home care and 
falsely certified that it was in 
substantial compliance with 
regulatory participation require- 
ments”. Under the settlement 
Extendicare “is entitled to an 
offset of $81,444 upon payment 
of civil monetary penalties im- 
posed against the facility by the 
(federal) Health Care Financing 
Administration (HCFA).” 

According to Battaglia’s 
press release, “the action filed by 
the United States Attorney’s of- 
fice against the nursing home 
owners was the first in the nation 
to seek preliminary injunctive re- 


lief against a nursing home upon 
the Filing of a False Claims Act 
(FCA) Complaint.” The FCA 
statute “is one of the federal 
government’s primary weapons in 
fighting fraud, waste, and abuse 
in the health care industry.” 

Involved in the investigation 
of the GNRC were United 
States Attorney’s Office for the 
District of Maryland, the De- 
partment of Health and Human 
Services’ Office of Inspector 
General, HCFA, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, and the 
State of Maryland. 

On June 16 in the 
Hyattsville District Court an 
abatement order was handed 
down by Judge Thomas Love 
relating to municipal infractions 
dealing with property mainte- 
nance incurred by the nursing 
home. According to Jim Ster- 
ling, supervisory inspector for 
Greenbelt’s Department of 
Planning and Community De- 
velopment (P&CD), the order 
states that if violation correc- 
tions are not completed by Sep- 
tember 2, 1999 the City of 
Greenbelt could attach a lien to 
the nursing center property. 

Earlier Celia Craze, director of 
the Department of P&CD, told 
the News Review “the city will 
make sure violations are corrected

Surveillance Camera 
To Be Installed 


In response to the concerns of 
Greenbelt citizens and Roosevelt 
Center merchants, the City of 
Greenbelt will be installing a high 
tech surveillance system at the 
Roosevelt Center, according to a 
news release by City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin. The system 
will feature high resolution color 
cameras that will serve as a tool 
to identify anyone vandalizing the 
area. Monitoring equipment will 
be placed at the police department 
where dispatchers can monitor the 
area and alert the police in case 
of disruption at the center. The 
cameras will also be taped as a 
record of any events that may oc- 
cur. 

It is the intent of the City, 
McLaughlin announced, to keep 
Roosevelt Center as an enjoyable 
area for all residents. The Center 
and its historic icon, the Mother 
and Child Statue, have just re- 
ceived a major facelift. 

The surveillance cameras will 


be able to cover all of the areas” 


of the center, and have the ability 
to pan, tilt and zoom in on 
trouble areas. The cameras are 
meant to work in all types of 
lighting situations to provide the 
clearest picture. One of the key 
areas of concentration will be on 
the Mother and Child Statue. 
The city is utilizing the Institu- 
tional Network, that was part of 
the cable franchise agreement 
with Jones Communications, to 
carry the signal to the police sta- 
tion.

BARC Pulls Out the Stops 


To Entertain the Neighbors

Not just talented, but wonder- 
fully friendly people work at 
BARC, the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center, anda lot of 
them, including Duane Taylor, 
dairy herd manager, gave up a 
beautiful early summer Saturday 
on June 5 to meet and greet the 
likes of me and hordes of other 
curious people with lots of chil- 
dren. The BARC crew were 
working in or beside a huge 
white tent which served as Route 
| headquarters for BARC’s Pub- 
lic Field Day. 

Adjoining the hurly-burly was 
calm, twinkly-eyed herd manager 
Taylor with his seven-year-old, 
1,500-pound Holstein friend 
“Teighlor” in a roped-off area 
where children petted her and she 
showed off the round place in 
her side that is kept open but 
covered with plastic so that 
BARC scientists may take 
samples of her digestive system. 
It made me wince to look at the 
place, but Taylor assured me it 
didn’t hurt. 

I believed him, because he ob- 
viously knew and loved his 
friend, who I found most appeal- 
ing. (I had never been eyeball- 
close to a cow before.) Taylor 
told me cows are friendly and 
curious and that each has a dis- 
tinctive personality. His 
“Teighlor” was chosen to work 
the Field Day, he said, because 
“she enjoys people.” With some 
pride he mentioned that she has 
produced 89,000 pounds of milk 
in her lifetime in addition to 
helping BARC scientists study 


the cow digestive system. ae 

The down-home Field Day 
was obviously well-planned. Su- 
per-helpful BARC employees in 
green tee shirts were everywhere, 
happy to answer any question. 
Over 80 elaborate exhibits of ag- 
ricultural research and booths 
with multitudes of informative 
handouts were inside the big tent. 
There were even fried crickets 
and oatmeal mealworm cookies 
made with real mealworms. 
There were also periodic cock- 
roach races, although I didn’t get 
to see one. 

I was sorry, too, that I missed 
a performance of The Beagle Bri- 
gade, trained beagles who sniff 
out prohibited fruits, plants and 
meat in airports and selected U.S. 
mail facilities. But I got to pet 
one of the dogs, who was resting 
after performing in the day’s heat. 

Outside the tent, happy chil- 
dren and adults clambered over 
huge modern farm equipment of 
every kind and waved to Route 
1 drivers as they rode up and 
down a nearby area on 
hayriders. Food was available 
outside the tent, too, and a big 
red brick building nearby was 
open for cold water and 
restroom use. Buses left at 
frequent intervals, headed for the 
dairy tour and petting zoo and 


more exhibits at the North Farm, 


as well as tours of the new ad- 
ministrative facility on 
Sunnyside Avenue. 

I was sorry to miss the blue- 
grass music of BARC’s Richard 
Barr and band. Next year I'll be 
able to go earlier and stay later.

New License System : 


Becomes Law July 1 

The Rookie Driver: Maryland’s 
Graduate Licensing System will 
become law on July 1, 1999. All 
new drivers will have to complete 
a driver's education’ program.’ Pre- 
viously, only new drivers under 18 
had to take driver’s education. In 
addition, learner’s permit and pro- 
visional license holders will need to 
maintain those licenses for an ex- 
tended amount of time. Currently, 
drivers with a learner’s permit need 
only to maintain that license for a 
minimum of two weeks; under the 
new requirements, that will change 


toa mihimum of four months. The 
DNS .MUS2UM Off 2. Mois Ih 
minimum amount of time for a 


provisional license will change 
from one year to 18 months. The 
extended wait time will result in 
Maryland’s requiring all of its new 
drivers to be at least 17 years and 
seven months of age before receiv- 
ing their regular licenses. 

For the first time, all new driv- 
ers, upon taking their driving test, 
will be. asked to-turnyin a 40-hour 


ptacticeclogbook@Fhis Togbook ‘will Hi 
réquire the signature of a parent or 


guardian and will show at least 40 
hours of practice driving with that 
adult. 

Also new to the graduate licens- 
ing laws are sanctions during the 
provisional license period. If a 
driver is convicted of a motor ve- 


hicle violation, he or she may need — 


to take a driver’s improvement 
course. If there is a second convic- 
tion, that driver may be suspended 
for up to 30 days. A third convic- 
tion may result in a six-month sus- 
pension. or revocation of the 
driver’s license. 

The Rookie Driver: Graduated 
Licensing System will provide all 
new drivers with the additional 
practice time needed to become 
better drivers.

GNRC ‘has’ been closed since 


December 31, 1998, following a 


cut-off of Medicare and Medicaid > 


funding by federal and state regu- 
lators. This action followed 
charges ‘of numerous quality care 


~ violations at the center, which 


had led to almost a year of in- 
spections, surveys, a consent 
agreement and litigation. 

The center was operated by 
Northern Health Facilities, Inc., a 
subsidiary of Extendicare Health 
Services, Inc., of Milwaukee. 
Some believe that the federal 
government acted too hastily in 
ordering the facility closed and 
should have allowed the feder- 
ally-appointed manager moré time 


to correct problems identified’ in 


earlier surveys. However, when 
the owners went to U.S. District 
Court in Greenbelt to request a 
temporary restraining order on the 
federal order to close, the request 
was denied. 

Eighty-two nursing home pa- 
tients were relocated to other fa- 
cilities in the area. Since then, 
the nursing center has been 
empty except for a handful of 
staff.
